Second Day’s Session of the Negro 


Conference at Tuskegee. 


Ala., February 20.—About 
teachers, representing near- 
ly al the negro schools in the south, 
took part in the workers’ conference, 
the second day’s session of the negro 
conference at Tuskegee today.

Under the charter granted to Atlanta 
by the legislature, the city can issue 
over two million in bonds and still be 
within the amount allowed by law. 

If the million-dollar issue is made, 
the annual amount to be added to the 
sinking fund, including interest and 
principal on the new bonds, would be 
only $73,333—that is, if the bonds run 
thirty vears at 4 per cent, which ig the 
usual time and the usual interest. 

The amount set aside in the appor- 
tionment sheet for the Sinking fund 
this year is only $120,106.87. This 
amount includes all the outstanding 
bonds with interest, the new water 
bonds for $350,000 beng added in. 


Some Telling Figures. 


Atlanta’s estimated value of real and 
personal property is $85,498,560. Under 
the charter, the city can issue bonds to 
the value of 7 per cent of the total 
receipts, which would be $5,980,899. 

The total amount of bonds now out- 
standing against the city is $3,845,500. 

Subtracting the amount of bonds is- 
sued from the amount allowed by the 
charter provisions, it will be seen that 
the city can still issue bonds to the 
amount of $2,135,399, or $1,135,399 more 
than would be required for the million 
dollar issue now under consideration. 

City bonds usually run about thirty 
years, and the rate of interest has 
been 4 percent. On this basis the calcu- 
lations have been made which would 
make the annual payments for the 
bonds, with interest added, $73,333, 
which amount includes the $40,000 a 
vear interest and $33,333, or one- 
thirtieth of the million. which must be

DFATH DECREED 
FOR STOESSEL 


But Clemency Is Recommended 
by the Judges 


DRAMATIC SCENE IN COURT 


Wheu the Verdict Condemning the | 
Defender of Port Arthur Was 
Announced—Soldiers Present 
To Prevent an Out- 
break. 


St. Petersburg, February 20.—Lieu- 
tenant General was condemn- 
eg to death this evening by a military 
court for the surrender of Port Ar- 
thur to the Japanese. General Fock, 
who commanded the Fourth, East Si- 
berian division of Port Arthur, was 
Ordered reprimanded for a disciplinary 
Offense, which was not connected with 
the surrender, and General Smirnoff, 
acting commandant of the fortress, 
and Major General Reiss, chief of 
staff to General Stoessel, were ac- 
quitted of the charges aganst them for 
lack of proof. The court recommended 
that the death sentence upon Lieuten- 
Ont General Stoessel he commuted to 
ten yvears’ imprisonment in a fortress, 
ang that he be excluded from the ser- 
vice. 

General Vodar, president of the court, 
reac the sentences amid a tense 
lence. By a great effort of self-con- 
trol, General Stoessel maintained a rigid 
soldierlike impassivity, General 
Smirnoff also was seemingly unmoved. 
but there were tears in the eyes of 
General Reiss. 

The sentence of death was pro- 
nounced upon General Stoessel ‘for 
Surrendering the fortress before al] the 
means Of defense had been exhausted. 
for failing to enforce his authority, 
and for military misdemeanors.” . 

Commutation of the sentence was 
askeq on the ground that “Port Ar- 
thur, beset by overwhelming forces, 
defended itself under General Stoes- 
sel’s leadership with unexampled stub- 
borness and filled the world with as- 
tonishment at the heroic courage of 
‘ts @arrison; that several assaults had 
been repulsed with tremendous losses 
On the part of the enemy: that Gen- 
eral Stoesse], throughout the siege, had 
maintained the herole courage of the 
Pei. gi and, finally, that he had 
a part three cam- 

Before the sentence was read, meas- 
ures were taken to prevent a gemonstra- 
tion in favor of Stoegsed by a number 
of the younger officers and witnesses 
who were present. These later sent a 
dispatch to the empress saying that they

Ther@ was a dramatic momen; after 
the reading of the sentence, When a de- 
tachment of soldiers filed into the hall. 
The spectators, thinking -that they were 
about to seize General Stoessel, display- 
ed great excitement, several women 
fainting. It developed, however, that 
this was merely a guard for the disposa! 
of the court. General Stoessel, who was 
accompanied by his son, was the object 
of a sympathetic demonstration, friends 
kissing-and shaking him by the hand 
as he left the court leaning on his son's 
shoulder. 

A public festival is being organized by 
the municipality of St. Petersburg in 
honor of the Gefendere of the fortreas. 


The passing of the sentence of death 
upon Lieutenant General Stoessel is a 
harsh and tragic ending to the caréer 
of this Russian commander who, three 
years ago, was acclaimed around the 
world as the “hero of Port Arthur.” 

The basis of the indictment upon 
which Lieutenant General  Stoessel, 
General Fock, who commanded the 
Fourth East Siberian division of Port 
Arthur, and Major General Reiss. chief 
of staff to General Stoessel, were tried 
for their lives was a secret report 
made by Lieutenant General Smirnoff 
on the defense of Port Arthur. Smir- 
noff was acting commandant of the 
fortress, Stoessel being commander of 
the Kwang Tung peninsula. Smirnoff 
categorically accused Stccssel of cow- 
ardice and incapacity, and finally of 
the deliberate and treasonable hasten- 
ing of the surrender to save his own 
life, and defiance of the decisions of 


‘| two successive councils of war. 


General Smirnoff declared that the 
fortress which was surrendered to the 
Japanese January |, 1905, could have 
held out for six weeks longer. 

The stands taken by Generals Stoes- 
sel, Reiss and Fock, was that the fate 
of Port Arthur was sealed with the 
capture of “Bagles Nest" and two 
other positions. 

The indictment e@gainst General Smir- 
noff charged him with having failed to 
remove General Fock from his com- 
mand, although he suspected the agree- 
ment between Generals Stoesse] and 
Fock to surrender the fortress. 

Anatole Mikhailovitch Stoesse}] was 
born in 1848 and entered the army in 
1864. He comes from a family of mili- 
tary men. He served with the Bulgarian 
militia during the Russo-Turkish war 
of 1877-78 and participated in the Chi- 
nese expedition of 1900-01. He was the 
first commander to enter Tien-Tsin 
during the Boxer uprising and rose to 
the rank of major-general for dash 
displayed in the attack on the Chinese 
capital, 

Stoessel has been a most severe dis- 
ciplinarian. It is. related of him that he 
has sentenced many men to death for 
infractions of the regulations.
